Not Inconsistent’ 


Nobody Js golng to charge him 
with consistency, If someone ac- 
cused him of writing that Hine “the 
hobgoblins of Mttle minds” I should 
not be at all surprised, Although 
‘he must have been Inconsistent, I 
think everybody who loves him will 
kay he was sincere In what he wrote; 
nt the moment he really felt it and 
Mved it. I think he projected him- 
self Into whatever situation was be- 
fore his mind and actually took part 
In the scene dhe wan describing. 
would point out thnt that gift of 
living and writing what he was do- 
Ing at the moment, that attribute of 
his whitch was so readily praised up 
by all his.critics was the virtue of 
huniineness, y 


So with that conjunction of reality 
and humanity in his poetry we get 
that wonderful hometiness if 1 may 
usc that word in connection with so 
great a man, for Jt constituted a part 
of his works surpassing even the 
beauty of his lyrics. 


We sometimes enter on his poctry 
and see us he talks to us, his imagery; 
the birds, beasts, flowers, hills and 
streams of which he spoke. His use 
of these mefaphors built up the pic- 
turea that form part of every moment 
of our lives which we can Jive in 
reading his works, even as he lived 
in them. We can say of him that 
very frequently he had the lover's 
wift of seeing Helen's beauty in the 
brow of Egypt. He js true to the 
Shakespearian description, “Having 
an eye in the fine.” 


Burns did not have his head in 
the clouds but lived on carth among 
his fellows and lived the things they 
lived but he was uble‘to tell them 
nbout those things In words they 
could not find.’ Hs poetry is at 
least cqual to his philosophy. He 
js always expressing to us the 
thoughts that are latent-in our minds 
and expressing them in the most 
delightful way. ° 


Poct and Phifosopher 

In fact if I was ‘asked which 
has the greater appeal, his philoso- 
phy or his poetry, I should find It a 
diflicult answer to male, I doubt if 
this !s the occasion to try to answer

The Chinese have realised, more than any other nationality, 
that hok-man-chi-to (“the way of Icarning”) is the principal one 
which leads to the development of good citizenship. 

‘One of the most noteworthy sons of our Colony who has 
played a conspicuous part in this field was Mr. Fung P'ing-shan, 


Mr. Fung P’ing-shan was born 
in the year 1860 in a little 
village . of Tazai-lung-lel near 
Sunwui city, Sunwui District, 

- Kwangtung Province, and died 
in Hongkong at his residence, in 
Park Road, on August 2, 1931. 

Like many of those Indomitable 
Chinese who hall from the Sze-yape 
he did not have the same opportunl- 
tles for acquiring a well-rounded 
education as hls contemporaries Sir 
Kal Ho Kai and Dr, Wu T'ing-fang. 
_Indced, the penury of his native vil- 
Inge carly forced him to emigrate, 
so that at the age of 15 he went to 
Slam, where he joined his paternal 


_ uncle, a merchant In Bangkok. 


Here he remained untill he was 20, 
when his relative sent him back to 
the homeland in order to marry. 
The marringe, of course,. was con- 
ducted after the manner of those 

- thmes, his bride belng chosen for him 
by his father. She came of acres 
spectable fnmily, although one not 
blessed with on abundance of this 
world's goods,

the character of the man. It. $s said 
that whilst with his uncle In Bangkok 
a certain wealthy merchant and 
leader of the Chinese community in 
the Slamese capital took an especial 
interest in the promising youth, so 
much so that he offered the hand of 
his own daughter as o concubine, 
with the additional stipulation that 
her dowry would be a generous one. 
Mr, Fung, however, declined the well 
meant offer, quoting ns a reason for 
his refusal the common = snoying:

His business acumen was such that 
after ten years of concerted effort he 
was able to amass a comfortable for- 
tune and returned to Canton, 

In the latter city he soon. became 
one of the most prominent merchants 
of the metropolis and, as u leader jn 
fhe Medicine Dealers' Gulld, was 
chosen to act as dircctor of a number 
of Canton charitable Institutions, onc 
of which was the well-known Fong 
Pin Hospital, 

In 1904 there was a very severe 
“famine in Kwangtung Province and 
Mr. Fung was chosen to head a com- 
mittee sent to Hongkong to purchase 
rice and other food stuffs for the 
alleviation of suffering In ‘the Pro- 
vince, Although large quantities of 
rlee were bounht, the funds Jn hand 

. were insufficient. Ready moncy was 
not available at the moment, but so 
‘esteemed’ was Mr. Fung's integrity 
that the Rice Merchants’ Gaild offered 
him credit without question, He was 
able to -orrange for the Immediate 
despatch of the rice to Canton, and 
many Hives were saved. 


CAME TO HONGKONG 


Early in the first decade of the 
present century Mr, Fung removed 
to our Colony, which he thereafter 
made his residence unl] the time 
-of his death. Here, on necount of 
“his benevolence, he became one of 
the most promincnt members of the 
Chinese community. +

contribute to the family you must 
regard yourself as being the only 
child.” Another was: “In dealing 
with the world in general, the first 
thing to bear always Sn mind is not 
to deccive others, the second jis not 
to allow others to deceive’ oneself.”

You sce, your own judgment tells 
you that it is ridiculous to avold 
walking on. the cracks in the pave- 
ment, or to fuss “about arranging 
ornuments or pictures in an exuct 
or precise manner. 

Somehow you are unhappy if you 
have an urge of this sort und don't 
satisfy it, You also have a feeling 
(Note: that Is. something different 
from an idea—sce below.) that if 


-you don't give in to this urge there 


Will be trouble. So you do—and feel 
a-fool. : 

Now’ what is behind all this com- 
pulsion stuff? Just this. We are 
ail superstitious, Mr. Smith. You 
and I, and any one clse who Js really 
honest with himself. And we are 
nil afraid of consequences.

ing. 

If you have ever thought about 
nerves you will see why these under- 
pround impulses can sway you when 
you are nervy.

Divine who was interested in mental 
as well as morat philosophy, and

That $s-n very sound basic philoso- 
phy, at least I'think so, It may bo 
that I thinks so because I fcarned my 
philosophy or my carly phjlosophy— 
because one acquires 1 great deal os 
one gocs through lfe—at_an Oxford 
College founded by a Scots Indy, 
ond as a result to-day impregnated 
(1 will not say infested) by Scotsmen. 
(Laughter). , 

That is the sort of opening that 
occurred to me to-night or rather a 
few days ago when IT was cudgelling 
my brains for something to say on 
thia extremely honournble — tonst 
whieh has been offered to me for 
proposition, I admit that my mind 
wus somewhat at a Joss-but I had 
wandered from the “how" to the 
“Wwhy"-—you will stil see the philo- 
sophic bent, 1 hope, (Laughter). I 
wondered how it was that an Engiist- 
man from the south counties, I might 
say the southernest county, should 
be expected to know much about 
your nutive poctry to propose the 
toast to this venerable poet, 1 cume 
to the conclusion that thls must be 
another instance of the working 
hypothesis-—the hypothesis being that 
n Governor can and Js able, and 
therefore must propose this oncrous 
and,-os I suy, honourable tonst. If 
Tam right, then T might almost say 
it is good healthy Scotch logic on 
which branch of science Scotinnd at 
one thme prided itself. (Laughter). 


Nothing Technical 


Now I have to get down to the 
“how. When one thinks of Robert 
Burns, one thinks of a poet and 1 
should lle to make it perfectly clear 
that { have no sntantlon of entering 
into n teclinienl discussion on his 
poetry. I have’ more than one rea- 
con for declining that incumbency. 

In the first place I suspect there 
is n Jarge number of people who 
might be described as Burns “fons” 
in the horrible modern lingo—I ‘even 
suspect T can see one opposite me 
now, Then there ure also certain 
highbrows of posty before whom I 
should certainly hesitate to expose 
my Smnorance. . 

My second reason can better be 


put to you ‘by illustration, When I 
wus in British Guiana a year or two 
ago, there was a certain Puisne 
Judge who, I was told, was asked on 
one occasion whether he understood 
what a very loquacious negro lawyer 
sald, This lawyer spoke intermin- 
ably ond unfortunately fue me he 
was also on my Legislative Council 
so I hud plenty of opportunitics of 
hearing him, The Judge, in reply to 
his questioner, said: “I understand 
what he says but I do not understand 
what he means,” (Laughter). 

As between myself and Robert 
Burns, the converse is true because 
1 understand what he means but I 
am hanged if f can understand what 
he says. (Laughter). 

The third reason why I do not 
propose to enter theoretically — or 
technically upon the poetry of Mr. 
Burns is because, in order to do 60, 
it would be necessary to quote him 
nnd I personally refuse to be a party

about Robert Burns as a man. 1 do 
not naturally propose, in the short 
time allotted ‘to this speech, to cover 
the whole subject but { would rather 
choore the modest title of Robert 
Louls Stevenson, “Some aspects of 
Robert Burns.” 

Zam possessed of a certain amouyt 
of conscience; I actually did not ask 
for this honourable position to-night 
but when tt was imposed on me I 
did: study the authorities so far as 
1 could and many of my friends have 
been very kind in heaping books 
nbout him on me. IT read, a great 
deal of what the nuthorities — sald 
about Burns, and a great deal of 
what he sald of himself, To take 
only the first; the thing that struci 
me more than anything else ‘in the 
nuthorities was the note that scemed 
to predominate over most of their 
opinions and St mipht be expressed 
thus: “Robert, with all thy faults I 
love thee still.” (Laughter). ; 

They praised him, and justly, but 
even then there {s.on echo of faint 
condemnation ond towurds the ‘end 
of their descriptions, the head. tends 
to shake a little and’ there js an 
evident sense of disapprobation «s 
a rule. 

If you take a study of a human 
charneter or life I think {tt must be 
said that the sharpness with which 
you can portray the features of uny 
individual depends to a very con~ 
siderable degree upon the extent to 
Which the person being portrayed 
had lived umong, or apart from, 
his fellow men. There are many 
people, many famous people, who 
have pone thelr own gait and 
stand out against the background of 
the people among whom they lived 
with a sort of self consctous or un- 
conscious self isolation and, in such 
cases {t is fairly .casy to obtain a 
biographical portrait.

We have now reached the stage 
when her new leaders, who wear the 
same old Prussian jackboots, declare 
our mandatory responsibility for 
former Germun colonics to be just 
‘theft The more it changes, the

To this condition of affairs, which 
envisages a still more powerfully 
armed Germany than the old one, 
constantly blackmailing. peaceful 
Europe by threats of another war, 
we have arrived Jargely through our 
own stupidity. . 


We refused to back our old war- 
tlme ally, France, in .keeping Ger 
many to her signed and scaled ob!lga- 
tions, and constantly gave more rope 
to the German intriguers, .We put 
our trust In a League of Nations from 
which Germany took the carlicst op- 
portunity to withdraw, and which 
Amerlen, ita creator, deserted at its 
inception. 


Now we have reached a stage when 
Germany, and her totalitoridn, ally, 
Italy, are practicnily asking us to 
bribe them back into the Geneva 
fold. It.ls the old weak polvy of 
Danegeltt brought up-to-date, The 
virile, warlike peoples must be 
bought off from devastating Europe 
by war again. * 


This absurdity, which is also a 
tragedy, Iy no fault of those who 
fought the Great War. The ‘fighting 
men, dead’ and surviving have been 
at down by the diplomats and poll- 
ticlans. 


“Po Encourage the Others” 


Nowadays the fact that at one time 
we proposed to hung the Kaiser and 
some of his urch-assistants is never 
recalled without a blush. Well, 1 
wonder whether, had that threat been 
carried out, as carried out It could 
have been had the victorious Allles 
stuck to their guns in both senses, 
the object-lesson might not have boen 
to the immense advantage of 
posterity. 


Could history have pointed to a 

halter as the ultimate fate of those 
who were undoubtedly responsible 
for the wickedness of the Greut War, 
the next war might not have been 
regarded in quite such a lightheart- 
cd splrit by those who are now head- 
Ing for one. 
. Personally, though the professional 
politician and soldier may take an- 
other view, I think, hanging was Just 
yood cnough for those who brought 
that trreparable calamity upon the 
world in 1914. 

Tam well aware thot in these days 
even that fact is disputed, It is 
fashionable to regard Germany's war 
guilt a3 a partisan fiction, But those 
who hold that view have never read 
Lord Oxford's plain statement of the 
actual and Indisputable facts? 

Not that anyone who is old enough 
to recall European affairs for twenty 
years before 1914 needs any further 
proof than his own knowledge. ‘This 
talk of the encircling movement 
against Germany is just so much 
nonsense, One might as well talk 
-of_an_encireling_ movement_ogainat 
the inmates of the Zoo's tiger hous 
Nobody wants to hurt the tigers, but, 
without those fron bars, the tigers 
would play havoc with a great many 
things and people. 

Ig there the smallest foundation 
now for the theory shat anybody de- 
sires to attack Germany? All Hitler's 
elaborate militarism, ke Mussolint's 
bayonets, is not for defence  pur- 
noses, but for pure aggression. 


Bent on Revenge 


The Nazis, in fact, are bent now. on 
reversing the verdict of 1014-18. 
They gambled on a triumphant vic- 
tory then, and, thanks to one or two 
miscalculations, they lost the tremen- 
dous hazard. 

If.we have allowed them to have a 
second try, the fault does not lie with 
those who helped to make the first 
one a fusco. If we must award the 
blame to anyone, It rests on the 
shoulders, first, of those who failed 
to give the League of Nations con- 
vincing reality und omnipotence, and, 
secondly, those well-meaning but 
mistaken democrats who .put their 
misgulded falth In German demo- 
cracy. 

The great lesson that our demo- 
crats have to assimilate is that it Is 
not the case that everybody, not even 
every democracy, feels and thinks as 
ours docs. We hate and abominate 
war, Germany still glories in St. 

All the talking in the world will 
that Nordic trait. It 
may have to be done with high-ex- 
plosive and perhaps at ruinous cost. 
Time will show whether clear-vision- 
ed old Marshal Foch was wrong when 
he stood out for a Rhine frontier 
rather than put his trust in President 
Wilson's “baseless fabric of a dream.”

One of the most noteworthy sons of our: Colony who has 
played a conspicuous part in this field was Mr. Fung P'ing-shan. 


Mr, Fung P’ing-shan was born 

_ in the year 1860 .in 2 little 
village of Tani-lung-lei near 
Sunwui city,’ Sunwui District, 
Kiwangtung Province, and died 
in Hongkong at his residence, in 
Park Road, on August 2, 1931. 

Like many of those indomltable 
Chinese who hail from the Szc-yap, 
che did not have the same opportuni~ 
tles for acquiring oa well-rounded 
education as fia contemporaries Sir 
Kal Ho Kai and Dr. Wu T'ing-fang. 
Indeed, the penury of his native vil- 
luge carly forced him to emigrate, 
so that at the ofe of 15 he went to 
Siam, where he joined bis paternal 
uncle, a merchint in Bangkok, 

Here he remained until he was 20, 
when his relative gent him back to 
the homeland in order to marry. 
The marriage, of course, was cone 
ducted after the manner of those 
times, his bride belng chosen for hin 
by his father, She came of a re- 
spectable famlly, although one not 
blessed with an abundance of this 
world’s yoods. 

There {s an Incident which reveals 
the character of the man, It is snid 
that whilst with his uncle in Bangkolc 
a certain avealthy merchant und 
leader of the Chinese community in 
the Siamese capital took an especial 
Interest in the promising youth, so 
much so that he offered the hand of 
his ‘own daughter as a concubine, 
with the additional stipulation that 
her dowry would be a Kencrous one. 
Mr, Fung, however, declined the well 
meant offer, quoting as a rcason for 
his refusnl the common = saying: 
“Chuk-moon tut .chulkemoon, muk-= 
moon tut muk-moon.” (A bamboo 
door should face a bamboo door, and 
a wooden door should {nce un wooden 
door"’). a

After the expiration of the pre- 
scribed period of forty-nine days, of 
religious ceremonial, Mr, Fung 
undertook a business venture into 
the heart of little known Szechuan 
Province. In thls mountalnous* scc~ 
tion of the Chinese Republic a wealth 
ot Chinese herbs and ‘medicinal sub- 
stances are to be found; consequent- 
ly, Mr. Fung, who had incidentally 
learned the herbalist's art in Slam, 
beenme forthwith a buycr and cx- 
porter of Chinese medicines, 

His business acumen was such that 
after ten years of concerted effort he 
was able to amass 4 comfortable for- 
tune and returned to Canton. 

In the Idtter clty he soon became 
one of the most prominent merchants 
of the metropolis ond, as _a lender in 
the Medicine Dealers’ Gulld, was 
chosen to oct as director of a number 
of Canton charitable institulions, one 
of which was the well-known Fong 
Pin Hospltal, 

In 1904 there was a_very severe 
famine in Kwangtung Province and 
Mr, Fung was chosen to head a com- 
mittee sent to Hongkong to purchase 
rico ond other food stuffs for the 
alleviation of sufferlng in ‘the Pro- 
vince, Although large quantitics of 
rice were bought, the funds in hand 
were Insufficient. Ready money was 
not avaliable at the moment, but £0 
esteemed wns Mr. Fung’s integrity 
that the Rice Merchants’ Guild offered 
him ercdit without question. He was 
able to arrange for the immediate 
despatch of the rice to Canton, and 


ditionally, he was a life. member of 
the Chinese Chamber of ‘Commerce, 
und was proprietor of the Yick On 
Bank and Siu, Fung Hong-—two of 
Hongkong's sourishing Chinese fin- 
anelial enterprises. His commercial 
inter , too, had many ramifica- 
tions, tending, as far ag Siam, An- 
nam and India, ? f 


Mr. Fung’s record of public serv 
was, as the Hon, Mr, North once s0 1, 
“one of which any man might have 
been proud.” Education, however, 
was his pet hobby, and he devoted 
much of his time In. his latter years 
to the promotion of cultural lcarn- 
ing in Hongkong. Perhaps the rea- 
sot) for his solicitude was the fact 
that he himself was a self made man. 
Denied, by the exigencies of fatey the 
opportunity to acquire anything be- 


he felt the’, most fittings purpose to 
which his wealth might be devoted 
would be the erectlon of a public 
library for the use of aspiring Chi- 
nese students of the Colony. There- 
fore he donated sufficient funds to 
build the Fung P'ing-shan Chinese 
Library, which stands on the Univer- 
sity campus as 4 memorial to his 
philanthropy and oltrulsm, Mr, Fun 
was also founder of the University's 
School of Chinese Studiés, and took 
a prominent part in the estoblish- 
ment of the Aberdeen Industrial 
School, together with Sir Robert Ho 
Tung, donating $200,000 for thls pur- 
pose. 


AID FOR KWANGTUNG 


His native district of Sunwul also 
benefited xreatly from his benevo- 
lence, and throughout that section 
of Kwangtung may be found free 
schools established through — his 
generosity. Amongst these may be 
mentioned the Fung == P'ing-shan 
Higher Primary School, which has

They disclose that, in some cases, 
the prices of foodstuffs in the last 
three months of Inst year were al- 
most 100 per cent. higher than the 
prices ruling in the same period of 
1935, Fifty and sixty per cent. in- 
creases in retail prices of foodstuffs 
are by no means uncommon when 
dockets for the last three months of 
1036 are compared with those for 
the same period {tn 1937,

OF THE CORINTHIANS

The disappointment caused by the decision: of the Hongkong ° 
Football Association not to send an Interport team to Shanghai 
has now given way to the greatest enthusiasm: rogarding the forth- - 
coming visit of the Islington Corinthians, the famous English 


amateur soccer team, to the Colony. 


As this will be the first time in the 
history of football in the Colony 
that an English team pays us the 
compliment of coming here, and in 
view of the splendid record of the 
Corinthlans during their present 
world tour, tt behoves the locul 
soceer authorities to pick the best 
possible tenms In the matches against 
the visitors. 

Due to arrive from Malaya on 
Februnry 18, tha Corinthlans are 
expected to play “four matches In 
Hongkong during thei stay of ap- 
proximately two weeks. They com- 
mence their programme on Saturday, 
February 19, with a match ‘against 
the South China A.A., who Invited 
them here. On the following day, 
they will play the United Services. 
The visitors wilt rest until the next 

‘ weekeend when they will have two 
more engagements, playing =the 
Civilians on February 26 and the- 
whole of Hongkong on February 27. 

Naturally South China und the 
Services will select their own 
representatives but It will be up to 
the Hongkong Football Association 
to pick  tenms to represent - the 
Civillans and the Colony.

A, SUGGESTION 


For whatever It Is worth, I put 
forward the suggestion that the 
Assoclation selects the Civillan and 
Colony elevens as soon ns possible, 
preferably about a fortnight before 
the urrlval of the Corinthians, so that 
the players may have an opportunity 
of petting together nnd settling dowa 
asnteam, Very often in the course 
of the present season we have see 
11 good individual play’ chosen 
for representative mmches — but 
seldom have they satisfied Tocn! 
eritics with regard to thelr combinu- 
tion og a team. This is where the 
Chinese have the advantage over 
other teams in the Colony in the big

President ‘To Ask For. 
Huge Sums 


Washington, Jan. 25. 
Following .a conference between 
congressional, naval and findnclal 
lenders, President F. D. Roosovelt an- 
nounced that he would have his 
special message to Congress ready on 
Thursday. He clearly indicated that 
the defence programme will embrace 
both the army and navy, snying that 
the conference reviewed the present 
situation from many angles, covering 
army and navy needs. 


Mennwhlile those close to the Pre- 
aldent assert that the purpose of the 
message is to make the United States 
impregnable from invasion. In ad- 
dition to the expected request for 
two more battleships and at least two 
scout cruisers and other surface craft, 
it is sald that the mcssage will ask 
for appropriations to remedy what 
both the army and navy regard as an 
alarming shortage of ammunitlon, 
nammunition-making machinery, antl- 
alroraft guns, searchlights, fire con- 
trol machinery and other equipment. 

It is reported that the: President 
will ask for funds with which to 
guarantee protection ugainst aviation, 
and the construction of warships 
which will be capable of . carrying 
the war into the enemy's territory. 


It is said that the message will ask 
for between $2,000,000 and $3,000,0U0 
for modern power-making machinery 
thus eliminating one of the several 
“bottlenecks” existing in the national 
defence. The message will also pro- 
bably ask for between $7,000,000 and 
$6,000,000 for anti-aircraft materials. 


Altogether it Is hoped to obtaln 
between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000 
in - supplementary — appropriations, 
about $1,000,000 of which will be uscd 
for the organisation of an | enlisted 
reserve.—United Press,

Word has been received that the 
motor launch “Wolf Cub,” owned by 
a gold miner named De Souza, has 
rescucd the Waldeck expedition, 
composed of Theodore J. Waldeck 
the New York explorer, and his wife 
Joc Bessie, Dr. Frederick J. Fox of 
Boston and Willlam Asot ‘Candler, 
New York sportsman. The expedition 
had been secking Pou! Redfern, an 
explorer who has been lost for some 
time. 

Native bontmen abandoned the 
party about three weeks ogo, It Is 
reported that De Souza found the 
party at Devil's Hole Island, up the 
Cuyunt River “nearly caten -allve” 
with mosquitocs, and practically 
without food except for the flesh of 
a few animols they © occasionally 
caught.
